The Senate Organization. 
WASHINGTON, Mareh 11.—The Democratic can- 
cus this morning discussed the subject of or- 
ganization, the main question being whether 
the proceedings would be suspended until all 
the vacancies are filled.* Some favored asking 
the Republicans to state when their side of the 


chamber will be full,and name a day when they 
would be willing to xO into 
organization. Other Senators maintained 
that public business ought not to wait because 
ot several vacancies and that the Democrats 
should go ahead. 

Vance proposed that the Democrats agree to 
pair with four Republican vacancies by with- 
holding four Democratic votes, and ask the 
Republicans to go on with the organization, but 
the majority of the caucus overruled this and 
decided to go right on. 

Garland and others suggested that ifthe Re- 
publicans name an early day when they will 
tuke part in the organization, it be so arranged 
and the caucus virtually agreed to it. 

This arrangement will probably be made, fix- 
ing next Wednesday or Thursday for 
the organization. The Republicans  to- 
day claim Mahone positively. Senator 
Conkling’s emphatic declaration that the Con- 
stitutional majority of the Senate was opposed 
to the Democrats, meaning that -the Domo- 
crats claim Mahone will not: vote this session 
on the organization at all. 

Senator David Davis’ speech in the Senate 
declining the chairmanship of the Judiciary 
Committee, but declaring his intention to vote 
for the Democratic organization ,created a sen- 
sation, ashe had not advised cither Demo- 
crats or Republicans of his purpose.

John W. Williams Suffers the Extreme Ven- 
alty of the Law.

THE CRIME. 

John Williams is a middle-aged nezr>, black 
asthe ace of spades, gigantic in stature and 
foi bidding of feature. Previous to the murder 
of his wite, which crime he atones on tiie scat! 
fold to-day he lived at Johnsonville, where he 
followed the humble occupation of a field 
hand. About two years ago he begun to enter 
tain suspicions of his wife’s fidelity, us umnis- 
takable proofs of her unfaithfulness soon pre- 
sented itself he resolved to separate from her. - 
As a further evidence of her frailty she at once 
took-up her residence with her paramonr, She 
was a comely colored woman, 
and although Williams was convineed 
of her unworthiness, he was soinfatuated with 
her that, notwithstanding his vohintary sepa- 
ration from her, he frequently appealed to ber 
to forget the past, reform her life, and return 
to cheer once more his lonely cabin. The we- 
man turned a deaf ear to his earnest pleadings 
time and again, until, in his es he 
resolved that no other man should longer pos 
sess the wife which the law had yiven to 
him. Arming himself with a double barreled 
shot gun, he again went forth provided with + 
the last argument of a desperate and frenzied 
man, in search of the woman who had darken- 
ed his life. He found her in the cabin of 
Tom Nelson, the man who had alienated her 
affections. fithout a word of warning, Wil- 
liams leveled his gun atthe unsuspecting wom- 
an and discharged the contents of both barrels 
into her body, killing her instantly. The mur- 
derer fied but was subsequently captured anil 
placed in jail. He broke his prison bars, how: 
ever, and escaped only to be again caught and” 
returned to closer confinement. An indictment 
of murder in the first degree was foun! ayuins! 
bim, and his trial came onin the Itonphrey 
County Court last March. Some attempt at jus- 
tification was made in his defense on the grounds 
of his wife’s infidelity, but the atrocity and 
deliberation of his crime overbalanced all that 
could be saidin hisbehalf, and he was found 

uilty as indicted, and sentenced to be hange: 

ay 7, 1880. His attorneys. were successful in 
carrying an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
which necessitated a respite untila further 
bearing. The upper court, however, contirm- 
ed the verdict, andhe was again sentenee, 
this time to be executed March 11, 188). Owing 
to a growing disposition to lynch convicted or 
suspected murderers, in preference to taking 
the chances of their execution under the law, 
Williams wastransferred tothe jail at Nushviile, 
there to remain for safe keeping until the 
day of execution. Whilethere he occupied ua 
celljwith Ananias Mite, the alleged wife mur- 
derer,§who twice within the lasttwo weeks 
was forced to fight desperately to preserve his 
life from maddened mobs intent upon lynch. 
ing him. Williams’ spiritual welfare awakened 
very little interest, cither in himself or the 
ministers at Nashville. He was visited by none 
of the latter until within a day or two ago, al- 
though the Sisters of Charity called upon tim 
frequently. A. Estes, Esq., bis attorney, ap- 
proached the Governor last Saturday with a 

‘tition for a commutation of sentence, Init 
fr was not granted, yet even then tle con.

‘that is growing up like Jonah’s gourd tree, 
and that is destined to become as famous as 
the celebrated Eureka Springs of Arkansas. I 
arrived here to-day and have not had time to 
anuke the most careful survey, but I haveseen 
enough to convince me that another one 
of that wonderful family of mineral 
springs,that seems to belong to that extensive 
mountain country lying in and about 
ihe borders of Missouri and Arkansas, 
has been discovered. The Hot Springs have 
long been known and their reputation is well 


established, not onty in America but Europe. 
Something over a year ago the curative prop- 


ertics of the Eureka Springs were made 


known, and now we have another of similar 
character in the one I have come out here to 
see. [Twas at Eureka last summer, and some 
_ofthe readers of the Post-Dispatend will 
probably remember my letter from 
there, in which gave 
a plain, candid, unvarnished account of my 
impressions of this really wonderful resort. 
TI do not knowthatI am any the less sur- 
prised at what I see and hear at Vichy. This 
place is less known, and there are not so 
many people here as at Eureka, but the cures 
performed are as wonderful, and a vigorous 
young city is about tospringup. This place 
is about twelve miles northwest 
of St. James, a small town 100 miles from St. 
Louis, on the St. Louis and San Francisce 
tailroad.

The road on which it is-situated Was pur- 
chased just before the  bevinniny = of 
the war by the late General N. M. ,Par- 
sons, of Jefferson Citv, Whoexpected to make 
his home near by on accout of the beneficial 
effects of the watcr onsome disease froin 
Which he was suffering. There are strony in- 
dications of Jead and iron in the vicinity of 
both springs, and it is believed that both 
inctals will be found in paving quantities. 

Ax soon as the fume of Vichy springs begin 
to spread abroad last sunimer 
nu town was started, and now there are 
quite a number of new and well-built jiouses 
where less than a vear ago there Was nothiny 
but x wilderness. The principal street has 
been named Elwood avenue and is 100 fect 
broad. The place is well laid out, and the 
town has just been incorporated under the 
name of Vichy. TFT ifteen or twenty new 
houses are now under contract and building 
promises to be exceedingly lively this 
spring. There is already talk of reinoving

here, and it ought to be done, as Vienna, the 
place where it now is, is an exceedingly dirty 
and disreputable little village. Messrs. R. W. 
Anderson, G. B. James, Frank Emery andG. 
B. Bowles, all enterprising citizens of the 
county, bave erected «a good-sized 
hotel, which ~ is to he opened 
by the Istof April. It is well constructed, 
‘and is imuch better than any hotel they have 
at Eurcka Springs. It is situated just on the 
brow of the hillabove the spring, and com- 
mands a splendid view of the country to the 
southwest. I do not think I ever saw a 
ecrander stretch of country. It is a sort of ba- 
ain with hills that reach almost 
to the magnitude of mountains 
rabecd on either side. The hills to the south 
that die away in the deep blue of the horizon 
nre thirty miles distant.

The only offset which the anti-Overstolz 
men can think of for the colored street-clean- 
ers is the letter in the possession of Dr. 
Preetorius, of the Westliche Post. ‘Those 
who have seen it say the document bears the 
autograph of Henry Overstolz, and that the 
date is four years agotothe month. It was 
written atthe time when the Overstolz men 
were fixing up both the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic City Conventions to endorse him as 
the only candidate.

A MORNING BLAZE. 


The Store Room of the Orion Gas Light 
Company Gutted. 

The store-room of the Orion Gas Lizht 
Company, No. !7 North Sixth street, was 
gutted at 8 o’clock this morning. Mr. J. T. 
Utterback, the secretary, had come down 
town and had started a fire in the base 
burner, opening for the day’s business. Al- 
most instantly there was au explosion and the 
whole interior was in flames. Before Mr. 
Utterback could reach the door, and ‘his 
movements were characterized by considera- 
ble celerity, his coat tails were burn- 
ing and be very narrowly eseaped serious 
injuries. One of the emploves at Ticknor’s 
merchant tailering establishment next door 
ran across the strect and turned on a@ fire 
alarm.

When Evans 
and the corps came down Sixth street there 
was a broad sheet of flame shooting out half 
across the street,threatening the Laclede over 
the way and licking the walls of the Nichol- 
son Wholesale’ grocery next door.

The 
loss to the company is about $2,000. There 
is #100 insurance in the Buffalo German, 
New York. The corps spread tarpaulins oyer 
the dress goods in Ticknor’s, but the water 
vot through and did a couple of hundred 
dollars damage. The building is a mere shell, 
one story, belonging to the Nicholson estate. 

A theory as 
to the origin of the fire is that the store was 
full of gas gencrated ip a natural way during 
the night from the volatile fluid, there being 
little or no ventilation. .
